= yas The old house that provided the background to the series ‘Catweazle has 
а very strange story behind it. Producer Carl Mannin retells how, before 
they even knew that Brickendonbury existed, the scriptwriter Richard 
Carpenter had described the place he wanted Catweazle to live in. 
“Firstly, he wanted a Norman castle to show Catweazle’s 
escape, but we realised how difficult it would be to find one 
we could use. So then Richard 
wrote that the house he imag- 
ined was situated on the site of 
the old castle which was burnt 
down in the 1850s and was 
rebuilt by the owners. 













Then we found Brickendon- 
bury. There were stories that it 
had been used during the war 
to train British agents, and 
that Winston Churchill used it 
as his secret headquarters.
